ANCIENT METHODS AND 
MODERN NEEDS, 


a one 
(By “T, A. S.”) 


O-DAY no spot is of livelier interest 

to the citizens of Dublin than the 

reservoir at Roundwood, whence the city 

derives the bulk of its water supplies. 

Will this summer’s drought, by con- 

tinuing, reduce those supplies to a 
dangerous point of scarcity? 

The earliest attempt to provide the 
citizens of Dublin with a _ convenient 
supply of water was made in the year 
1308, when a three-mile conduit was con- 
structed from Templeogue, on the River 
Dodder, into the city, where it flowed like 
an ordinary stream down the main street. 
From this, leaden pipes, restricted by 
law to the thickness of a goose quill, con- 
veyed the water into the houses, . 

In the seventeenth century these leaden 
pipes were replaced by pipes made of elm 
wood, which were considered more 
economical; Pumps and wells, of course, 
augmented the supply. One celebrated 
pump stood in the front square of Trinity 
College. Here for many years, unwary 
bailiffs who ventured into. the College 
were ducked by the students.

At the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, the supply from the River Dodder 
being somewhat uncertain, two reservoirs 
were built in the city, Water was taken 
from the canals into these “ basins’’ (as 
the citizens called them), where it under- 
went a rather primitive process of filtra- 
tion. The Blessington street basin sup- 
plied the north side of the city with 
water from the Royal Canal, while the 
south side was served by a larger basin 
(James’s street), which was fed by the 
Grand Canal. Across the centre of each 
reservoir a bank of sand was placed, and 
the watér was considered to be filtered 
when it had passed through this obstruc- 
tion. 

Tanks were placed at various points in 
the district to be supplied, which filled 
up during the night, and so balanced the 
heavy day-time demand. It may be 
remembered that some years ago, during 
an unusually dry summer, the Corpora- 
tion published an urgent warning against 
the wastage of water. To reassure people 
who might consider the watering of ,the 
streets wasteful, all watering carts bore. 
the legend, ‘‘Canal water only used.” It 
was froth the two city basins that this 
water was obtained. 


DUBLIN STOUT. 


Nowadays we scarcely would regard 
canal water as a desirable beverage. Yet 
it must be remembered that water from 
the Grand Canal is in great demand—not 
only in Dublin, but all over the world” 
since it is from that source that Messrs. 
Guinness obtain the water used in manu- 
facturing their famous stout. In justifi- 
cation of their new advertising ‘slogan ”’ 
that “ Guinness is good for you!” we 
hasten to add that the water is taken 
from the canal at the fifth and eighth 
locks, some miles from the city, where it 
is quite pure, and that it is most. care- 
fully filtered before it is converted into 
stout. 

The water obtained from the basins was 
very much harder than the present supply, 
and the pipes invariably became thickly 
coated with lime. This trouble was greatly 
lessened when the softer water was intro- 
duced. In the year 1870 the city analyst 
estimated that the introduction of the 
softer water effected for the citizens a con- 
siderable economy in the cost of soap— 
equivalent to at least £10,000 per annum. 
The precedent of calculating this saving 
was, very appropriately, established in 
Scotland, when the canny citizens of Glas- 
gow estimated that a change in the source 
of their supply saved them a sum of 
£36,000 a year on soap. 


THE VARTRY SUPPLY. 


The abandonment of the canal supply 
was brought about in Dublin by the 
steady growth of the city. In the year 
1860 the Corporation decided that the 
supply was unsatisfactory and inadequate, 
and it was decided to impound the water 
of the River Vartry, near Roundwood— 
about twenty-five miles from the city. 
The reservoir was fed by the streams of a 
*‘catchment area ” of 13,000 acres, as well 
as by the River Vartry.. The district was 
considered to be very suitable. because of 
the sparse population—stated to average 
only thirty per square mile. This com- 
pares very favourably with the Thames 
area, from which part of London gets its 
supply. There the population is three 
hundred people per square mile. 

The actual reservoir occupied 409 acres, 
and had a storage capacity of 2,400,000,000 
gallons. This was distributed through the 
city by a network of pipes, totalling 107 
miles in length. During subsequent 
years this network was extended as the 
suburbs expanded, until the demand 
threatened to exceed the supply. In 
1907 the Corporation decided to construct 
an additional reservoir at Roundwood, 
having about half the capacity of the 
existing reservoir. The combined cost cf 
the two reservoirs and the supplemental 
work was about a million pounds. 

From Roundwood, five hundred feet 
above the highest point in the city, two 
mains convey the water vta the Glen of 
the Downs to Stillorgan, where there are 
** service’’ reservoirs, whose total capacity 
is about 170,000,000 gallons—equivalent to 
twelve days’ supply for the city. From 
Stillorgan two 27-inch mains run to 

son Street Bridge, whence the water 
is distributed over the network of pipes 
throughout the city. 


MODERN METHODS IN CORK. 


It is generally realised that the average 
consumption of water per head of popula- 
tion is steadily increasing, and in 
American cities—where it is claimed that 
a very high standard of living exists— 
the figure is nearly double that of the 
British consumption. This fact, coupled 
with the rapid growth of the city, makes it 
probable that Dublin will seek some new 
source of water supply during the next 
ten years. Mechanical and chemical 
filtration of water have reached such a 
stage of perfection nowadays that, if an 
auxiliary water supply were needed, it. 
could be obtained from the Liffey at t.u 
great distance from the city. 

A convincing illustratior of the 
efficiency of modern methods of filtration 
is provided by a test that was made some 
= ago in the swimming baths of a 

neashire town. The same water was 
used during nineteen consecutive weeks, 
being pufified at intervals by mechanical 
filtration, aération, and sterilisation by 
chlorine. At the end of that time it was 
tested and declared to be remarkably 
pure. Similar methods are at present in 
use for the Cork city supply, and no com- 
plaints are made against the river water 
when it is treated in this way.

I visited Killiney strand a few days ago, 
when the heat of the weather had reached 
its height. The beach presented a 
wonderful sight. There was hardly stand- 
ing room from one end to the other. Yet 
it seems extraordinary that this popular 
seaside resort is not given more considera- 
tion by the local council. There is a total 
inadequateness in the facilities at the dis- 
posal of visitors. People of both sexes 
are compelled to undress on the strand if 
they desire to bathe ; and, needless to say, 
this state of affairs does not earn the 
approval of the public. There are also no 
shelters from occasional showers of rain, 
and the unfortunate seaside pleasure- 
seekers are compelled to suffer the draw- 
backs of the out-of-doors. 


“ Bridge Parties.” 


Now is the time of year when the 
Dublin suburban bridges over the Dodder, 
the Tolka and the two canals gather 
festoons of contemplative and loquacious 
humanity. These bridges are a magnet 
for the evening gossipers. Here the elder 
statesmen discuss high politics with 
proper gravity, what time a later genera- 
tion argues fiercely about the per- 
formances of bipeds and quadrupeds in 
the realm of sport. The summer twilight 
has deepened into dusk and the last trams 
are hurtling along to their depots before 
the parapets are ceserted. 

In thé sunny aftérnoons it is mostly 
the elders of the village who brood over 
the flowing water, pulling meditative 
pipes and exchanging monosyllables—to 
all seeming cs if Dublin and the 
twentieth century were remote in time and 
space. The rustic simplicity of the old- 
time villages lingers about these bridges | 
on a drowsy summer day, and even the 
trams do not altogether shatter the 
illusion. Only on the Liffey bridges is 


modernity completely triumphant. 


“ Hot News.’ 


The sound pictures of the Catholic 
Emancipation ceremonies in Pheenix 
Park, which were taken and recorded by 
Pathé Sound Gazette, are already gpa, 
in over 500 picture houses in the Unite 
States. They are proving an enormous 
draw, and the popular opinion is that 
they are the most wonderful achievement 
yet in topical sound photography. It is 
curious, to refiect that it is barely a 
month since the ceremonies took place, 
and, yet, people all over America were 
able to see and hear the proceedings in 
the nearest “movie palace’’ less than 
three weeks afterwards. 

This speed is almost frightening, but 
quite understandable when one knows the 
American reverence for “hot news’’—in 
other words, the very latest. In fact, 
their passion for news amounts to an 
obsession, and their daily papers are the 
breath of life to them. The American 
Sunday papers are the most impressive 
things one can imagine. Pages and pages 
of murders, divorces, and suicides are 
followed by positive volumes of -sport, 
politics, photographs, gossip and finance. 
Not one page, but several, are devoted to 
every subject, and this, combined with 
massive advertisements, ought to make 
the stoutest heart quail; but not so the 
average American. He buys at least three 
of these monstrosities of journalism every 
Sunday, and reads them irom cover to 
cover, with the utmost devotion. 

To satisfy this craving for the latest news 
it is, therefore, obvious that the topical 
films must also be absolutely up-to-date, 
and no expense is spared to make them 
so. Soon the only romantic subject for 
the best-seller will be the theft of an 
important reel of film news, in place of 
the usual “papers of international im- 
portance.” Sherlock Holmes must come 
back; for Hollywood has need of him.

An Irish Producer. 


A correspondent writes:—Many a time 
I have heard the Irish Players speak with 
reverence of that fine producer, J. 
Augustus Keogh, but it was only yester- 
day I saw and spoke to him for the first 
time. 

Mr. Keogh is home on vacation from 
the Boston Repertory Theatre, where he 
is producer with H. Jewitt; but he has 
been by no means idle during his hard- 
earned holiday. Next Thursday night the 
State Theatre Guild, a company of 
players organised and produced by Mr. 
Keogh, open at the Municipal Theatre, 
Kingstown, with Stanley Houghton’s 
play, “ The Younger Generation.” An 
interesting and varied programme has 
been arranged for the coming season. 

“TI hope to use the work of the best 
normal playwrights,’ said Mr. Keogh, in 
the course of conversation, ‘‘ among them 
Galsworthy, Shaw, Masefield and Worral. 
Our next production is to be Masefield’s 
‘Tragedy of Nan,’ and after that, for 
contrast, ‘ Eliza comes to Stay,’ followed 
by ‘Ann,’ by Leckmere Worral. The 
cast, of course, consists of experienced 
professionals, and in the autumn, during 
my absence in America, a producer is 
coming over from one of the English 
repertory theatres to take over my work. 


G.B.S. and “the Abbey.” 


“ Did you ever hear how I earned the 
title of ‘The Man Who Saved the Abbey 
Theatre’’’? continued Mr. Keogh. ‘‘ Well, 
in June, 1916, I happened to be in 
Dublin, and, of course, found my way 
down to the Abbey Theatre, where the first 
thing that met my eye was a large board 
with the words ‘To Let’ written on it, 
and the whole place silent and deserted. 
To make a long story short, I took the 
theatre ‘on spec’ for a week, collected a 
cast—of which one of the members was 
Fred O’Donovan—and wrote to Bernard 
Shaw asking his permission to produce 
‘Candida.’ His reply was characteristic: 

“Dear Keogh, surely there are enough 
slums in Dublin to justify ‘ Widowers’ 
Houses’ ’” ? 

“T took his advice and put it on, and 
by the second night I knew we were all 
right. I rapidly put on several more 
Shaw plays, among them ‘The Devil’s 
Disciple,’ and Mrs. Shaw afterwards 
came over to see our production of ‘ Arms 
and the Man.’ Her visit was followed 
by a letter from G.B.S. himself giving me 
his permission to put on any play he had 
written. Later on I produced the first 
performance of ‘The Whiteheaded Boy.’ 
and from that time the Abbey Theatre 
never looked back.

“T started with the Compton Comedy 


Company with Edw: rd Compton,’”’ Mr. 
Keogh told me. ‘‘ Fay and Viola, his 
daughters, were then in the cast also, and 
then I went into Miss Horniman’s theatre 
in Manchester.

Captain Marryat. 


I see that Mr. Brimley Johnson, who 
has recently been sponsoring for us what is 
really a critical collection of passages 
illustrative of the history of the novel, 
has now turned his attention to an edition 
of Captain Frederick Marryat’s novels. 
and with it another of the secondary stars 
of the Victorians may swim into our ken. 
Marryat has been rather neglected, 
possibly owing to association with the 
Smollett school, in whose style of rather 
overstrong autobiography ‘‘ Frank Mild- 
may ” was written. Smollett always tended 
to rely on personal experience (Thackeray 
said he had not invention) and that is 
exhaustible. Marryat, however, did not: 
there may be originals for Peter Simple 
and Jack Easy, but they are worked into 
a story-telling milieu and are not left in 
the slightly inconsequent and dilatory 
venue of life. He tells his tale, too, in 
the direct natural manner of Defoe, 
throwing into his vessel a mighty ballast 
of fun, mostly farce, bu‘ sometimes, as 
in the scenes with Smallsole, bordering 
on true comedy. Marryat had the heart 
of a boy, and my boyhood certainly 
enjoyed him. Anyone who has managed 
to salve from th- rocks of sophistication 
any of that ancient spirit of his youth 
will find that he can read the old sea dog’s 
work again with exactly the same thrill. 


London s Ulster Magistrate. 


“Every marriage is a perilous adven- 
ture, and false pride is the common cause 
of domestic discord,’’ says Mr. J.’ A. R. 
Cairns, B.L., the London Metropolitan 
Magistrate, who has devoted much time to 
the study of the causes which are mamlv 
responsible for the failure of so many of 
the present-day marriages.

His “ Confession ’’ and 
“ Letter to Coroticus’’ can be purchased for 
a few pence in an English translation, done 
by Dr. Newport J. D. White, at 37 Dawson 
street, Dublin. It is not what the Rev. P. 
J. Gannon says about St. Patrick, or what 
I may say about him, that settles the ques- 
tion whether the Church of Rome, or the 
Church of Ireland, has continuity of doctrine 
with St. Patrick. It is rather what the 
saint says in his genuine writings that 
enables the public to form a right judgment 
on this important matter. 

Similarly, to judge of the Reformation, 
read the history of the Middle Ages; study 
the lives of the Popes, of saints like St. 
Bernard and St. Malachy; read about the 
rise of the Religious Orders; study the 
history of the Crusades and the persecutions 
of the Jews in the Middle Ages; read what 
Roman Catholic historians, like Lord. Acton 
and Dr. John ‘Ignatius von Dollinger, have 
written about the Papacy previous to the 
Reformation. Then one is in a position to 
judge whether the Rev. P. J. Gannon’s 
estimate of the Reformation in Ireland is in 
keeping with the facts of history or is not. 
Curdinal Manning said that the appeal to 
history is both a treason and a heresy. It 
is gratifying to members of the Reformed 
Churches in Ireland to know that attention 
is being given by scholars, who are members 
of the Roman Catholic Church in Ireland, to 
the history of St. Patrick, St. Bernard, St. 
Malachy, the Popes, Henry VIII., Queen 
Elizabeth and the Republican Cromwell. 
Members of the Reformed Churches have 
nothing to fear from the fullest investigation 
of the facts of history. Their familiarity 
with the history of the Old and Néw Testa- 
ments, through the constant reading . of 
lessons in the vernacular from Holy Scripture 
at public worship, has given them a sense of 
the value of history that is part of the con- 
tribution they are able to make to the well- 
being of the whole community. 

History is full of ironies. They are to be 
found in the Fourth Gospel. ‘he Rev. P. J. 
Gannon refers to one. May I refer to 
another? Dr. Dollinger, in his address on 
the struggle of Germany with the Papacy 
under the Emperor Ludwig the Bavarian 
(“Studies of European History,” p. 130), 
says: ' So, as one might say, by the irony of 
history 1t came to pass that in the Emperor 
Ludwig’s time the réles of Emperor and 
Pope were reversed. The Emperor 
came forward as the champion of Pa 
fallibility The Po 
issued a bull in which 
demned the teaching of his predecessor 
Nicolas III. as heretical—no doubt. with 
many excuses and palliations for him per- 
sonally—but dealing all the more pitilessly 
with the partisans of his teaching, whom he 
handed over to the Courts of the Inquisition 
for having seriously advocated Papal infalli- 
bility.” Po John ‘XXII. condemned the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility as a heresy, 
and gave the minorities, who taught this 
doctrine, over to the Inquisition. Br. Dol- 
— says: “‘His successors did the same, 
and within the space of about eighty years 
114 martyrs to the doctrine of Papal in- 
fallibility and the rule of poverty perished 
at the stake in Italy and the South ‘of 
France, whilst a still, larger number - were 
tortured to death in the fearful dungeons of 
their order or in those of the Inquisition.”’ 

This particular irony of history took place 
long before the sixteenth century. To 
describe the Reformation as a ‘“‘ wild and 
Bolshevistic upheaval,’’ or as a “‘ betrayal of 
God and man,” may be pulpit eloquence, but 
some explanation other than the victory of 
evil, after sixteen centuries. of Christianity, 
Is necessary to account for the success of a 
movement which led countless numbers of 
Roman Catholics in Europe, in England and 
in Ireland to cease to hold communion with 
the Church of Rome and to recover con- 
tinuity of faith and order, of doctrine and 
ota ayes i Christianity, through 

e establishment of national, : i

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MOSES IN EGYPT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1r,—I was much interested in one of 
your leading articles, headed ‘‘Moses in 

gypt,” in last Friday’s Zrish Times. Your 
writer mentions “the history of the Jews 
in Egypt.’’ May I point out that, accord- 
mg to Scripture, the word should he 
‘‘Israelites,’’ not ‘Jews’? At that time only 
the “House of Israel” was in existence, and 
the “House of Judah” had not then s rung 
into being. Up to the year 975 B.C. the 
Israelitish people existed as one nation. In 
that year, on the death of Solomon, it be- 
came divided into two. The Northern 
nation became known as the “Kingdom of 
Israel,” and the Southern nation, consisting 
of Judah and Benjamin, with members of 
the priestly tribe of Levi, was known as 
the “Kingdom of Judah.” The capital of 
the Northern nation was Samaria and that 
of the Southern kingdom was Jerusalem. 

There was not a solitary Jew, known as 
such, in the world earlier than six hundred 
years after the death of Moses, 
or about fifteen hundred years after 
Abraham was born. There were Hebrews 
and Israelites long before that time, 
but no Jews. Abraham and Isaac were 
Hebrews, but they were neither Israelites 
nor Jews. The origin of the word ‘‘Jew,”’ 
or “‘Judaite,’’. arose in connection with the 
revolt of the Ten Tribes under Jeroboam 
after the death of Solomon. Up to the time 
of the revolt the Twelve Tribes were one 
kingdom—Israel—though there had been 
more or less unfriendliness between the north 
and south tribes (I. Sam. xi. 8, II. Sam. 
xx. 1, and I. Kings xii., 16). After this re- 
volt the southern “an i became known as 
“Jews' or ‘‘Judaites,”’ 
(to this day) a descendant of the man 
Judah, and then a member of the House of 
Judah, - 

The first time where the word “Jew” 
appears in ee is in 11. Kings xvi. 6. 
The people of both kingdoms were Hebrews 
and Israelites, but only the ple of the 
south kingdom were Jews, and dian only in 
the latter part of their history. They each 
had their own Kings. They went into cap- 
tivity at different times and to different 
bas many miles apart, and never in Bible 

istory met again. A careful study of 
Ezra and Nehemiah will prove this. srael 
succumbed to her idolatry, and was finally 
earried off to captivity in Assyria by 
Shalmaneser about 721 B.C. Judah con- 
tinued as a kingdom till about 585 B.C., and 
was carried off then by Nebuchadnezzar into 
Babylon. The Kingdom of Israel lasted 254 
years, and that of Judah lasted 387 years. 
Josephus, who was a loyal Jew, is authentic 
and clear on the subject..—Yours, etc.,

interesting scheme for increasing thé number 
of trees in the Free State, but unfortunately 
he omits one important detail. How are the 
trees to be protected, and by whom, against 
rabbits, hares, goats, asses, sheep and cattle? 
The planting of trees is one of the simplest 
operations in the world; protecting them for 
a period of from ten to twenty years is one 
of the most difficult, unless constant care is 
exercised and expense incurred in fencing, 
netting, etc., by the actual owner of the land 
on which they stand. County councils have 
adopted schemes from time to time to en- 
courage farmers to plant ‘trees, but, for all 
trees thus planted and surviving to-day, a 
still larger number had been cut, mutilated 
or destroyed, chiefly because the occupier. of 
particular respect for, or

BELFAST, Monday. 
A MLD sensation was caused in Belfast 
by the publication of Lord Dufferin's 
decision’ to tesign his position as Speaker 
of the Northern Senate, as it seems that 
the news was not to be officially disclosed 
until the beginning of the autumn session 
in November next. There is thus quite a 
flutter.of excitement in high places, as it 
is feared that a wrong impression may be 
created in the public mind through the 
incident, as there have been rumours of 
trouble within the party recently. Inter- 
viewed in London regarding the matter the 
other day, Lord Dufferin said that there 
was no political oe Bay whatever in 
his resignation, and that it could not be 
connected in.any way with “ some little 
differences within the party which were 
mentioned to him. 
ay: Dufferin 
that his resignation, 
upon the announcement of Lord 
Massereene’s withdrawal from political 
life in the North, was likely to give 
credence to the rumour in circulation 
rélative to ‘‘trouble within the party, 
and said that for this reason he regretted 
the leakage of information. Lord 
Dufferin states further that he has 
resigned from the Speakership so that he 
may take an active part in the ordinary 
business of the Senate, which he could not 
do while presiding over its deliberations. 
Nevertheless, there is trouble, accentuated 
by resentment, within the party, and in 
the clubs and other places it finds ex- 
pression. The distribution of distinctions 
for “' political services,” while the arts, 
education, commerce and industry have 
been quietly ignored, has been the cause 
of severe criticism. 


PROGRESS OF TEMPERANCE. 


There has been silence in the temper- 
ance camp for somé time past, due pro- 
bably to the holiday season, but the 
reformers may take courage from the 
fact that the cause they represent is still 
progressing steadily. The peaceful state of 
the province has been commented upon by 
the Judges of Assize, and during the 
week Lord Justice Best, at Armagh, con- 
gratulated the Grand Jury on the con- 
siderable decrease of drunkenness in the 
county.

These mills could offer employment 
to a family as a group, and for rural develon. 
ment that was of great importance n 
certain areas the mills offered the only source 
of productive employment, In consequence of 
the nature of the employment offered by the 
inills and their location in rural areas, a large 
number of persons were dependent on mt 
mill operative. In 1925, followlags a census 
token of dependents per operative, they got a 
figure of 2.65, which was a vitally important 
figure when assessing the economic value of 
the woollen industry in the country. 

WOOLLENS AND WORSTEDs. 

Two main branches of the industry were 
the woollen and the worsted. Woollen 
required virgin wool. In the woollen end the 


yarns were made both from virgin wool and 


from ‘such wool and admixtures of shoddy or 
vaste. Practically all our mills were equipped 
íor the woollen process, there being only one 
mill in the country which does not spin. 

It had often been asked if mass production 
vas possible in the woollen industry. It was 
not possible, except in speGiai lines. Mass 
production involved the setting up of standard 
clot] Standards became impossible when 
they were restricted in their application by 
changes arising from fashion. For some vears 
past, viewing the production as a whole, the 
woollen part of it was decreasing and the 
worsted increasing. For a short time this 
tendency had ceased, and the reverse process 
sis. being witnessed. There was in these 
matters an undefined periodicity arisiag fiom 
jason. 

furning to the production records of our 
mulls, Mr, McCarthy said that the highest 
iecorded production was.in 1918, when 
approximately ó; million yards were pro- 
duced, the home demand using 54 per cent. 
of the quantity. Up to 1 employment 
continued fairly constant around 2 per- 
sons, but as from 192] very sharp decreases 
in employment took place By 1925 the 
employment had shrunk to 1,770 persons, and 
the production to approximately 1,200,000 
vards. There was continuous short-time and 
very grievous unemployment from 1921 to 
1929.

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REVENUE COMMISSIONERS’ 
i . APPEAL. 
(PEFORE THE CHIE JUSTICE. MR. JUSTICE 


MURNAGHAN.) 

The Revenue Commissioners appealed from 
a judgment and order of Mr. Justice Sullivan, 
Mr. Tostice Hanna and Hr. Justice O'Byrne, 
dated March 11 of this year, age with 
costs an appeal by the executors of the late 
Earl of Iveagh against assessment to income 
tax and super tax in specified years. The 
case came before the High Court on a special 
case stated by the Commissioners Appointed 
fur the Special Purposes of the Income Tax 
Acts, the main question at issue being the 
domicile of the late Earl of Iveagh during 
the years undér review. 

In their case stated the Commissioners 
stated that they were not satisfied on the 
evidence that the late Earl of Iveagh was 
not. ordinarily resident in Saorstat Eireann 
for the years ended 5th April, 1924, 1925, 
1926 and 1927, as alleged. he various sums 
originally claimed for income tax and super 
tax in respect of the periods specified 
amounted to £4,427,000. 

In his judgment in the High Court Mr. 
Justice -Sullivan, with whom Mr. Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred, 
pointed out that it was admitted in evidence 
that the late Earl’s domicile of origin was 
Trish, and that he retained that domicile till 
1890, when he transferred all his business 

pers, certificates and financial papers from 
is Irish bank to his London bank. 

LANDED PROPERTY. 

The total value of his landed property in 
England was estimated at £1,250,000; and 
the value of his landed property in Ireland 
was estimated at £106,000. He never exer- 
cised the franchise in Saorstat Eireann; and 
in . legal documents and for business 
purposes he gave 5 Grosvenor place, London, 
as. his. address. 

On March 25, 1920, he added, the deceased 
Earl executed a deed poll, in which he 
declared that he had for many years wholly 
abandoned and relinquished his domicile of 
origin in Ireland, and had adopted England, 
and intended to continue England. until his. 
death, as his only place of domicile. 

The Commissioners, the appellants, now 
applied for an order reversing and discharg- 
ing as much of the order appealed against 
as answered the question as to domicile in 
the negative, answering the question in the 
affirmative; or, in the alternative, a declara- 
tion that there was evidence before the 
Special Commissioners on which they could 
find the Earl of Iveagh was domiciled m 
Saorstat Eireann, and that, accordingly, the 
Commissioners were not wrong in Jaw in 
finding as they did; or, in the alternative, 
that the evidence before the Special Commis- 
sioners was not such as shoald necessarily 
have satisfied them that the said Earl was 
not: domiciled in Saorstat Eireann in the 
years of assessment, and that, accordingly, 
the Commissioners were not wrong in law 
in finding that the said Earl was domiciled 
in Saorstat Eireann in the said years. They 
also sought a declaration that there was 
evidence before the Commissioners on which 
they could find that the said Earl was a 
subject’ of Saorstat Eireann, and that they 
were not wrong in law in so finding; and 
they further applied for an order directing 
the executors to pay the Revenue Commis- 
sioners their costs of the “ case stated ” and 
the arguments thereon, and the costs of this 
appeal. 

Mr. McCann, K.C., Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr. Kelly (instructed by Mr. B. J. Collins, 
Revenue solicitor) appeared for the appellants, 
the Commissioners: and Mr. Jellett, K.C., 
Mr. F. FitzGibbon, K.C., and Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Messrs. Sutton and Co.) for 
the respondents, the executors. 

Opening the appeal, Mr. McCann explained 
that the only question their lordships would 
have to decide in this appeal was simply the 
question of domicile. 

Counsel had not concluded when the Court 
rose, and the further hearing was adjourned 
until to-day. !

In a case of Quinn v. Quinn, which had 
relation to- lands in the neighbourhood of 
Tallaght, Co. Dublin, that are the subject of 
Chancery proceedings, a receiver having been 
appointed in 1913, 

r. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Toomey 
and Barber) applied for an order of attach- 
ment against John Kenny for failing to give 
up possession of a dwelling-house and premises 
at Kiltalown, Tallaght. Counsel mentioned 
that his lordship made on order on June 25 
that Kenny should deliver up possession to 
the receiver, and notice to that effect had 
been served upon him. The receiver stated 
that when: he demanded possession Kenny 
said that he had no intention of giving up 
possession of the premises.

John Kenny attended in court, and, being 
questioned by the Judge, said that he had 
been. fifteen or sixteen years in the house, 
and had spent money on repairs, and he 
thought it was unfair to put him out, as he 
had no place to go. 

Mr. Justice Johnston explained to him that 
the property was not his. He had been 
treated considerately, and had remained a 
very long time in possession, People in this 
country were entitled to get their own 
property. He would have to make an order 
for attachment, but there would be a stay for 
a month, and Kenuy would have time to 
make other arrangements.

DUBLIN GIRL’S MONEY. 


FRAUDULENT CONVERSION 
CHARGE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

John Hanna pleaded ‘‘not guilty” to 
having fraudulently converted to his own 
use a sum of £270 entrusted to him by 
Miss Margaret Spillane for investment, He 
also pleaded ‘not guilty” to a charge of 


larceny. 


Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted; and Mr. Arthur Burne 
(instructed by Mr. W. G. Armstrong) de- 
fended. 

Mr. Finlay said that the accused man, 
alternately with the charge of fraudulent 
conversion, was charged with stealing the 
money. The class of larceny in this case 
was known as larceny by a trick. He 
thought that the jury could not fail to iind 
that the accused man was guilty of a par- 
ticularly mean class of crime. He employed 
Margaret Spillane to run a tobacco shop, 
she having £270 on deposit receipt in the 
National Bank. She was foolish enough 
to ask the accused man some questions as 
to its investment, and he at once became 
alert, and said that if she trusted him with 
the money to invest he would secure for her 
interest at the rate of £40 per annum; and 
he, in fact, the day after chtaining the de- 
posit receipt from her paid her the sum of 
£10 to show how prompt and certain were 
his promises. That was in May, 1926. Sub 
sequently it became a question of the de- 
fendant closing down his business, and she 
obtained £30 from him. She became anxious 
about the safety of her life’s savings, and 
she went to the office of the accused man’s 
solicitor, and then it appeared that the 
money never was invested; the defendaat 
himself stated that he had used it for his 
own purpose. From that day to this Miss 


Spillane never obtained back her money,, 


except for a sum of £110 given by way, as 
it were, of interest, but not, in fact, as a 
result of investment. 


MONEY IN BANK. 

Miss Spillane gave eyidence bearing out 
counsel’s statement. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Burne, witness said 
that she had come from Galway, and the 
money had been placed to her credit by her 
parents. When she entered the accused 
man’s employment she had the #270 in the 
National Bank. 

Questioned about the occasion on which 
she went to Mr. Armstrong’s office for the 
receipt, she said that she went away without 
taking the receipt. She transferred the 
deposit receipt from College Green branch of 
the National Bank to the Blackrock branch 


of the same bank. 


Mrs. Margaret Moran stated that she went 
~) Mr. Armstrong’s office with Miss Spillane. 
She asked what had been done with Miss 
Spillane’s money, and why a receipt was not 
given. Defendant said that he took it as a 
friend to invest it for her. Witness replied 
that he had treated Miss Spillane very badly. 
The accused man said that Mr. Armstrong, 
who was present, was a gentleman of honour 
and character, with his profession to con- 
sider. A few minntes afterards the accused 
man said that he used the money himeelf. 
Mr. Armstrong suggested that Miss Spillane 
should take a promisory note for the balance 
of the money, but witness would not let ber 
accept a note. 

In cross-examination witness said that Miss 
Spillane’s solicitor did not think it would 
have been better to bring a civil action for 
the recovery of the money ffistead of bringing 
the defendant into a criminal Conrt. He 
told Miss Spillane to make a complaint to the 
police if he did not pay the money. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. John McCann, Terenure, was examined 
for the defence, and stated that in 1927 
the accused man’s mind practically gave way 
owing to business worries, In the early part 
of 1928 the accused man was confined in a 
mental home on account of financial worries. 

What is his mental state now? 

Dr. McCann—He has become erratic. 

The Judge—Has he any delusions about 
deposit receipts’? (Laughter.) 

lyr. McCann—Not that I know of, 

Further answering Mr. Burne, the witness 
said that he would not take the risk to advise 
putting the accused man on the witness 
table. 

Mr. Finlay—Was not the cause of your 
sending him to a mental home in 1928 
alcohol?—Positively no; it was a contributory 
cause. 

Mr. Burne said that he did not propose to 
examine his client contrary to his doctor's 
advice. He said that the accused man met 
with financial reverses through no fault of 
his own, and there was a bad crash. He was 
in a strong financial position when he got 
this money, and then fell on evil days. 

Lhe Judge said that there was no effort 
made to show that there was any investment

The Father—To explain the position. 

The Judge said that the jury should make 
up their minds, once and for all, whether or 
not they were going to administer the law— 
because the Firearms Act was passed for the 
protection of every ¢itizen—and say if they 
did not want the reign of the gun to con- 
tinue. There was only one conclusion to be 
arrived at if the jury would act on the 
evidence. If the attitude of any of them was 
against acting on the sworn evidence, then he 
did not know how far off the day might be 
when jurors would cease to attempt to come 
to court to discharge the duties of jurors 
at all. If any juror felt that his sense of 
duty was so little, apart from regard for 
his oath—that he would not give effect to 
the evidence—it wonld have heen a far 
better thing for him to have said so before 
taking an oath to administer justice accord- 
ing to the law of the land. 

The.Judge, continuing, said that he made 
those observations in consequence of the 
attempted demonstration in Court. If some 
people thought that the law was wrong, that 
was not the place to change it. 

The accused man was found guilty, and 
he was strongly recommended to mercy by 
the jury. 

SENTENCE. 

The Judge said that he wonld be entirely 
ignoring his duty if he failed to pass sen- 
tence of less than two years’ imprisonment 
with hard labour. It was within the power 
of the proper authority to consider all the 
circumstances of the case, and if there were 
any reasons for the exercise of the pre- 
rogative of mercy on account of the accused's 
youth, those circumstances would be fully 
considered. i 

As the prisoner was leaving the dock for 
the cells Madame McBride, Mis.

| ,. The Shannon Scheme, 


Yesterday President Cosgrave opened the 
sluice gates-leading tothe head race of the 
Shannon: water-power scheme, and for the 
first time diverted the waters of the river 
from their normal course into the gigantic 
canal which runs from the intake works 
to the power station at Ardnacrusha. 


| Thus one of the final stages in the pro- 


gress of the Shannon Scheme has been 
reached. Yesterday’s ceremony marked 
the beginning ef a testing period, during 
which -water will be introduced into the 
canal at the rate of about three inches 
daily, in order that, the strength of the 
embankments may be. put to the strictest 
test before “the turbines at Ardnacrusha 
are set in motion. Nobody who has not 
seen the Shannon works can have any real 
idea of their magnitude. Embankments 
have been built along a stretch of some 
eight miles to a height, at’ places, of as 
much as ‘forty feet; and it obviously is 
essential that no risks’ shall be taken. 
When the scheme is in full working order 
there will be between twenty and thirty 
feet of water in the head race canal, and 
the banks .which contain such a huge 
amount of, water must be proof against 
accident. For this. reason the German 
engineers are displaying. the . greatest 
caution. Their experience near Parteen 
Villa, where a portion of the embankments 
outside. the: head race collapsed last 
March, has taught them that, in dealing 
with a river such as the Shannon, nothing 
can be left to ‘chance. 

There ‘is no doubt that the firm. of 
Messrs. Siemens Bauunion has done. its 
work well, For a time critics were inclined 
to fear that the constructional work might 
prove to be considerably more costly than 
the estimated figure, and the fact that the 
precise terms of the contract never have 
been published had encouraged gloomy 
forebodings. President Cosgrave, 
ever, the statement 
was made in ‘the Senate last week by 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
A five per cent, margin will cover the 
difference between the actual and the 
estimated costs of the scheme. We welcome 
this. announcement by the head of the 
Government; for there has 
necessary secrecy concerning the work 
on the Shannon. Mr. Cosgrave also 
referred to the even more important 
problem of subsequent demand. If all 
goes well, the Shannon. turbines will 
be in operation before the end of the 
winter, Final tests will be made in 
September, and, on the assumption that 
the subsidence in the “funnel” banks 
above Parteen Villa has. been repaired 
satisfactorily, current ought to be avail- 
able by the new year. Experts reckon 
that, with an annual consumption of 
110,000,000 units of electricity, sold, in 
Mr. McGilligan’s words, “at a certain 
price,” the Shannon scheme will pay for 
itself. At the present rate of increase 
there will be a demand in 1932 for 
144,000,000 unite, and, if this figure is

ends meet, but actually it will register a 
profit. 

Much, of course, will depend on Mr, 
MeGilligan’s “ certain price.” While the

everybody knows now that there*is no 
possibility of such a miracle. — It is quite 
certain that the Shannon scheme must 
stand on its own legs from the start. The 
consumer must. pay not only the upkeep 
charges, but also the sinking. fund and 
interest on the capital cost of the scheme. 
For that reason the creation. of an en- 
hanced demand for current is essential. 
We hope: sincerely that Mr. Cosgrave’s 
rosy forecast will be’ justified by results, 
and that the date of the further develop- 
ment of the Shannon will not be post- 
poned for many years. The scheme is a 
colossal enterprise, and its: success 
cannot be measured in terms of mere 
money. If the Government's hopes are 
realised, a completely. new orientation will 
be given to the economy of the Free State, 
which will take its place among the most 
progressive countries of the world. It is 
far too soon, however, to count the 
Shannon chickens. The: whole problem is 
governed by the factor of price, and, until 
that is known, rejoicings or lamentations 
will be premature.

Science and Empire, 

The holding in Capé Town of this year's 
session of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science is an event of no 
mean significance. It demonstrates at once 
the present rank of the Dominions in the 
world of learning and the desire of the 
Empire’s greatest minds to lay their zitts 
at the service of the whole Commonwealth. 
This week s meeting is the second that has 
been held in South Africa, but nearly a 
quarter of a century has passed since the 
first. Yesterday Mr.. Hofmeyr, President 
of the South African Science Association, 
spoke of the immense debt that South 
Africa owes to science. Thanks to irriga- 
tion and similar services by engineering 
science, the land has been rendered so 
much more fertile that exports of. the 
produce of the soil have increased since 
1906 from about £6,000,000 in value to 
some £28,000,000. Nevertheless, the 
development of South Africa is but begin- 
ning. Herculean tasks await accomplish- 
ment. In particular, three great problems 
are posed for solution in the laboratory 
and in the field. In the first place, the 
whole land must be made fit for habitation 
by white men. Mr. Hofmeyr recalled the 
example of Panama, telling how the first 
effort to cut the great canal failed owing 
to the deadliness of the infection that 
haunted that region until science cleared 
the way by the extinétion of the mosquito. 
What was: achieved’ in Central America 
may be repeated in South Africa. In the 
second place, the foes, not of men alone, 
but of agriculture, must be conquered, In 
the third place, when South Africa has 
béen made safe for the white race, and 
when crops of corn and fruit grow plenti- 
fully over the veldt, the harnessing of the 
country’s great natural resources will tax 
scientific and engineering skill to their 
utmost. Science, when it aids South 
Africa, will confer benefits on the whole 
world; for the experience gained will be 
at. the service of other lands. Justly, 
therefore, did Mr. Hofmeyr appeal to the 
savants who now are working in South 
African laboratories to think in terms of 
continents. Already General Smuts has 
expressed the patriotic ambition that 
South Africa should contribute to pure 
science as well as to practical science. 
He has pointed te the immensity of un- 
explored material awaiting the geologist, 
the ethnologist and the naturalist 
within the territories of the Union; 
and he himself, in his book expound- 
ing the philosophy of. “holism,” has 
made an important advance in meta- 
physical speculation. May we not aspire 
in Ireland to achievements as respect- 
able as those of South Africa? May 
we not desire for the universities and 
laboratories of Dublin. and Belfast 
ambitions as lofty as those of Cape Town, 
alike in the service of Ireland and of 
humanity? May ‘we not hope that 
philosophy, as well as practical science, 
shall ‘flourish within our shores? Here 
are ambitions that are open to certain 
realisation, granted but the 
ambitions, moreover, that would command 
the sympathy of the world. 
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A Travelling Theatre. 


schoolboy knows— at 
Macaulay's schoolboy knew—that the 
drama of Sophocles, Euripides and 
Aristophanes had its origins in a cart- 
load of travelling actors. Now the Fascist 
Government, with its genius for intelli- 
gent resurrection, has gone back to that 
beginning. “Few Fascist undertakings,” 
says the Rome Correspondent of The 
Times, “have won such an immediate and 
unqualified popularity as the travelling 
theatre known as ‘The Car of Thespis.’”’ 
The father of this enterprise is Signor 
Turati, secretary of the Fascist Party, 
and it has sprung from his desire to make 
the theatre better. known in rural districts 
of Campania, Calabria, Apulia and Sicily 
that are neglected by the ordinary touring 
companies. Formed of a canvas-covered 
steel skeleton, the theatre, with small 
dressing-rooms for the actors, can be put 
up or taken down in a few hours. It can 
be packed on two motor lorries, while the 
actors and actresses are transported in a 
motor char-d-bancs, The director is Signor 
Forzano, the noted stage-manager of the 
Scala at Milan; the costumes are in 
equally competent hands; the company 
includes eighteen actors and actresses of 
recognised’ standing. Extreme. care has 
been given to the repertory of this 
travelling theatre. The aim wae to find 
plays which would educate rural audiences 
and at the same time would contain the 
melodramatic qualities that appeal to un- 
sophisticated minds. Early experiments 
suggest that classical dramas are the most 
successful, even as Shakespeare, presented 
by Mr. MacMaster’s company, ‘has filled 
makeshift theatres in the West of Ireland. 
As a general rule two performances will 
be given in every provincial headquarters 
and one in the smaller centres. The

Protection of Birds. 


The Irish Society for the Protection of 
Birds deserves the support, of all nature- 
lovers and, indeed, of all Christians. Poor 
in funds, but rich in zeal, it ie fighting 
the cause of beauty and. mercy in every 
county of the Free State. This fight, as 
the Society’s latest report indicates, has 
not been unrewarded. After long pressure 
the Free State Ministry. of Justice granted, 
two months ago, orders for the better 
protection of some of the rarer birds in 
Donegal, Kerry, Mayo, Waterford and 
Wexford. The complete enforcement of 
these orders is impossible without 
voluntary help, but the report testifies that 
such help has been given freely in widely 
scattered localities, and it pays a par- 
ticular tribute to the co-operation of the 
Civic Guard. In Kerry the recent order 
has checked the plunder of choughs’ eggs. 
In Wexford a like order, protecting the 
goldfinch and the linnet, has been 
challenged, but with small success, by “a 
strongly organised association of the local 
bird-catchers.”” Unfortunately, theSociety’s 
efforts to prevent the torture of small birds 
by means of birdlime’ and cramped cages 
are. still futile. In a letter which we 
printed yesterday Major J. W. Seigne 
says that bird-snarers, “armed with all 
the hideous paraphernalia of their trade,” 
are active in County Kilkenny. Our 
readers will remember that, two years ago, 
the Dáil rejected a bill which would have 
prohibited these 'cruelties, and we learn 
from the Society s report, with indignant 
surprise, that the Government has refused 
to reintroduce it. Such a bill, however, 
will be introduced as a private measure— 
with, as we trust, the backing of all decent 
electors. The contrast between the Dail’s 
apathy in this matter and its alacrity 
when the publicans jog its elbow is: not 
edifying. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


‘’ A DAUGHTER OF DESTINY ”’ 
AT THE GRAFTON THEATRE. 


There is more than ordinary interest in 
the subject which forms the basis of “'A 
Daughter of Destiny,’’ the British and Con- 
tinental Production Company’s film which is 
showing at the Grafton Theatre this week. 
Although the story in itself is not new, it is 
presented in such attractive gu‘se that from 
beginning to end the picture holds attention. 
It tells of the efforts of a very eminent 
biologist to solve the mystery of creation. 
He has experimented widely in plant and 
animal Jife, and his successes in those fields 
per him on to greater effort in exploring 
the mystery of the soul in man. To demon- 
trate his purpose he tries the daring experi- 
ment of taking a little orphan girl, whose 
father, a notorious criminal, is executed just 
before her mother, by no means an exemplary 
character, dies in giving her birth, The 
scientist holds that the evil instincts are 
hardest of all to eradicate, and that, no 
matter what the environment or training, the 
subject will revert to type. The girl is 
educated in a convent, and at the leaving age 
of eighteen she runs away and becomes a 
member of a travelling ciréus. She is found 
by her foster-father, and brought home, but 
there are other outbreaks on the part of the 
young lady which would almost point to the 
soundness of the scientist’s reasoning. But 
these peccadilloes are little more than the 
outpourings of a high-spirited girl, who has 
been denied the love and intimate guidance 
of a parent's hand. “ You have only visited 
me once in all those years at the convent, 
and you expect me to call you ‘ Father, ”’ 
she says to the doctor. He has treated her 
soul as a- specimen to be catalogued and 
analysed, and the girl’s discovery of the 
experiment, revealed by her reading of the 
doctor’s diary, almost drives her to that life 
of crime for which her guardian had pre- 
destined her. As so often happens in human 
affairs, it is the factor which has not been 
taken into calculation at all which brings 
the doctor’s theories tumbling to ruin, and 
the manner in which that happens provides a 
very stirring climax to the film. 

Brigitte Helm, who figured so conspicuously 
in the film, “ Metropolis,’’ displays marked 
ability in her presentation of the part of the 
adopted girl, reflecting its varying moods in 
the most interesting manner conceivable, She 
has the assistance of a strong company, which 
includes Ivan Ivanovitch, Paul Wegener and 
John Loder.

MARKET GARDENING SCHEME. 


Writing on the necessity for employment 
schemes for ex-Service men, Major Edward 
Hamilton, 91 Merrion square, Dublin, says: 

“A scheme was prepared on lines which 
had been found useful in providing casual 
employment for ex-Service men for a period 
of over eight years, and was submitted both 
to the Area Council of the British Legion, 
Southern Area, Irish Free State, and to the 
London Committee of the Southern [Irish 
Loyalists’ Relief Association. The .cheie, 
which has been approved of, is now financed 
by the ‘ Southern Area Council of the British 
Legion’ and the ‘Southern Irish Loyalists’ 
Relief Association,” and is worked on the 
following lines :— 

“A small plot of land suitable for nur- 
sery market garden purposes has been 
acquired, where, under the supervision of an 
expert head gardener, Mr. W. B. Kaye, who 
has been strongly recommended by Messrs. 
Drummond and Co. as suitable for the pur- 
poses of developing the market garden and 
training men as working and assistant gar- 
deners, it is proposed to develop the market 
garden as a paying concern to its utmost 
possibilities.

in employment for a longer period than 


is absolutely necessary, as Mr, Kaye, the 
Superintendent, who is extensively employed 
as a landscape gardener in the vicinity of 
Dublin, under the terms of his employment...

Mr. Ramsay. Macdonald received repre- 
sentatives of the coal-owners at Downing 
street this morning, and-.continued nego- 
tiations on the question. of amending the 
miners’ hours.

desire to make the position of the Govern- 
ment impossible, unless it gives way to 
their demands. It. is known that when 
the Prime Minister saw the Federation 
officers on Friday last he pointed out that 
it was impossible to promise them a 
repeal of the eight hours day in the 
immediate «future, though something 
might be done if they could prepare a 
workable scheme among themselves. It 
is now understood that this idea does not 
satisfy many of the more prominent men 
among the miners, and they demand the 
repeal of the Eight Hours (Mines) Act 
and nothing less. In the circumstances 
the Prime Minister must be thankful that 
Parliament is closing down this week. 


The Indian Viceroy. 


A very distinguished visitor to the 
House of Commons to-day was Lord 
Irwin, Viceroy of India, who put in ; 
early appearance in the gallery reserved 
for members of the House of Lords, and 
staved to listen to the questions addressed 
to the Secretary of State for India. Lord 
Irwin, looking very well, afterwards met 
several friends in the Lobby, where he 
was the centre of interest. 


Socialist Inconsistency. 


The inconsistency of the Socialist Party 
is remarkable. Only a year or two ago 
the British Government had to send 
troops to China, particularly to Shanghai. 
to protect not only British property, but 
British lives. The Socialist cry then was 
one long protest against interference with 
Chinese affairs. In fact, ' Hands off 
China ” was a kind of slogan adopted by 
the party. To-day, when China 1s being 
threatened by Russia, the Socialists sit 
in the House of Commons and. listen to 
the story, and there is never a word of 
protest to Russia, or a demand that the 
Soviet shall keep its hands off China. It 
is extraordinary that such things should 
be, since it suggests that to the Socialist 
any other country which he favours may 
do as it pleases, while his own country 
always is in the wrong. 


Poor Law Administration. 


Parliament has nothing very pean 
in the way of business this week, ana 
much of the time will be occupied by dis- 
cussions on various matters. [o-morros 
there will be a debate, initiated by Mr 
Nevile Chamberlain, on the remova! of the 
oficial Poor Law administrators at Bed- 
wellty, Chester-le-Street and West Ham. 
The Opposition attaches much importance 
to this discussion; for it will enable it 
to do justice to the great work done by 
the administrators during the past few 
years, and to draw attention to the im- 
mense sums saved to the ratepayers 
through their efforts. It is highly im- 
probable, however, that the debate wil! 
make any difference in the situation. The 
extremist centres affected demand their 
freedom from interference, and they are 
to have it, while the ratepayers are again 
to be bound in fetters. 


School-Lecving Age. 


The. Government is to be severely 
heckled on its somewhat rash decision to 
increase the school-leaving age in 1951. 
It is widely believed that the Government 
allowed itself to be rushed into this step 
without counting the cost. Lieutenant- 
Colonel. Heneage is asking Sir Charles 
Trevelyan on Thursday whether any asso- 
ciations representimg parents’ interests 
have been consulted, and, if so, whether 
he will name them. The trouble is, of 
course, that parents are unrepresented, 
except to the extent that it is the busi- 
ness of the ordinary member of Parlia- 
ment to look after them. The teachers, 
on the other hand, are a powerfully 
organised body, and that is the explana- 
tion of a decision which is certainly un- 
popular in the country as a whole, and 
will become more so when all its implica- 
tions are more generally realised. 


Labeur and the Lords. 


An interesting debate is looked for in 
the House of Lords on Wednesday, when 
Lord Darling will propose that Secretaries 
of State shall be allowed to speak in 
either House of Parliament, but shal! not 
be permitted to vote in that one of which 
they are not members. Such a course. if 
adopted, would do much to obviate the 
necessity of the Prime Minister s appoint- 
ing more Labour peers to give strength t 
his following in the Upper House. Should 
the resolution proposed by Lord Darling 
be accepted, it could come into operation 
at once. 


Air Co-operation. 


A most interesting air ecnierence is to 
take place in London next week. when MM. 
Laurent Eynac, the French Minister oc? 
Air, 18 coming to London to meet Lord 
Thomson, our Air Minister, and other 
high officials of the Air Ministry. to 
discuss questions of commercial air rela 
tionship between Great Britain an 
France. Among the questions to be dis- 
cussed will be that of co-operation on the 
India service and a promised extension 
by the French between India and China.

THE CEREMONY. 


“ TE DEUM ” AND PRAYERS, 


From OUR Speciat, CorresPoNDENT. 

' LIMERICK, Monday. 

A choir of priests and laymen to-day 
intoned the '“Té Deum,’’ and shrill voices 
issued from the sirens of the Shannon 
Works when President Cosgrave raised 
the sluice gates and for the first time ‘let 
the waters of the river flow into the 
newly-formed canal. The audience was 
possibly the most representative that Mr. 
Cosgrave has yet addressed in Ireland. 
Before he spoke and raised the gates, 
however, there was prayer by the Bishop 
of Killaloe (Dr. Fogarty) :— 

“Oh Almighty and merciful God, sole 
source of light and power, Who commandest 
the winds and the waves, and Who made 
streams run down from the rock in the 
wilderness, pour, we beseech Thee, Thy 
all-protecting blessing over this immense 
aqueduct, constructed in Thy Name at the 
cost of so much Jabour, so that, ever guarded 
by Thy provident care, it may successfully 
bring the waters of the Shannon to turn the 
turbines and generate the mysterious ‘power 
of electricity, for Thy glory and the benefit 
of the people of Ireland; and grant that we, 


‘Thy. servants, guided by Thy hand, may be 


brought, when life is over, to the never- 
failing light and glory of. Paradise, through 
Christ Our Lord. Amen.” 

Then Mr. Cosgrave stood bareheaded in 
the rain, and, from the little platform 
on the embankment, he began ‘to speak. 
His hearers included all the members of 
the Cabinet, some fifty Senators and 
deputies—among them Mr. de Valera, 
leader of the Opposition; .the foreign 
consular representatives in Dublin, heads 
of the Free State Army and police forces, 
members of a score of public bodies, 
leaders of commerce, representatives of 
the professions and the arts, and of the 
many varied interests of the State. 


A **MOMENTOUS DAY.” 


Mr. Cosgrave began with a reference to 
this momentous day at Parteen Villa, on 
which he was about to admit for the first 
time the waters of the Shannon to the 
head race canal—the waterway by which 
they will be conveyed to the power 
station, to turn the turbines which will 
generate heat, light and power for the 
Irish Free State. ‘Our most famous 
river is entering on a new chapter in its 
history; henceforward it will be har- 
nessed to the service of the nation.” 

Mr. Cosgrave, on concluding his speech, 
releases an electric switch, and the great 
intake gates begin to rise, the Nationa) 
Army Band strikes up “The Soldier's 
Song.” The audience stands bareheaded 
in the rain. The waters of the Shannon 
flow beneath the sluice gates into the 
canal, and the crowd is no longer able 
to restrain a cheer, 


BLESSING THE GATES. 


After the singing of the 103rd and 
123rd Psalms and the Benedictus, the 
Bishop blessed the gates in this prayer :— 

“© Almighty and everlasting God, hy 
Whose high providence all things are 
governed, deign we beseech Thee to bless 
from on high these newly-erected gates to 
control the inflow of the Shannon’s waves; 
so that, protected by Thy arm, they may 
rightly fulfil their purpose for Thy greater 
glory and the good of the people of Ireland;

The Norddeutscher-Lloyd liner Bremen 1s 
the newest and largest vessel in the German 
trans-Atlantic liner fleet. Her gross: tonnage 
is given in Llovd’s Register as 46,000, the 
Majestic, the largest liner afloat, being 56,621 
tons. 

It is rumoured that on her speed trials 
the Bremen exceeded 28 knots, but the exact 
figure has been kept a close secret. 

THE “ BLUE RIBAND.” 

Tt has been wel! known for some time that 
the Germans would attempt to regain the 
“Blue Riband”’ of the Atlantic, which they 
held until it was wrested from them by the 
Mauretania, and the Bremen represents the 
first serious effort in this direction since the 
war. Much secrecy has been maintained re- 
garding the details of her construction and 
trial performances, but it has been stated 
that the’ official measurements carried out 
before her delivery to the Norddeutscher-Lloyd 
showed her tonnage to be greater than 
originally estimated—namely, 49,864 tons. 

Vast crowds gathered at Bremerhaven on 
Tuesday last to witness the departure of 
the Bremen on her maiden voyage to New 
York, and a description of the scene was 
broadcast. 

At a banquet given by the owners it was 
stated that the results of the trial trips 
justified the belief that in the Bremen they 
had found what would for the present be the 
“most, favourable solution of the problem 
of trans-Atiantic trafhc.' It was emphasised, 
however, that the new vessel had not been 
designed primarily for record performances, 
but for “the certain fulfilment of.the tasks 
aliiotted to her.”

HOPEFUL FEELING IN

STATEMENT BY CHINESE 
MINISTER. |

The Foreign Commissariat publishes 
the following statement:—-The French 
Government has addressed to the Soviet 
Government ‘an offer to undertake media- 
tion for an ,amicable settlement of the 
Soviet-Chinese conflict. The offer was 
made by M. Briand to the Russian Am- 
bassador, Dovgalevsky, in Paris, and by

Karakhan, on behalf of the Soviet 
Government, has replied as follows to the 
French Ambassador:—‘ It is impossible 
to under-estimate the importance of the 
offer of the French Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, but the Soviet Government is 
compelled to state that this offer 
is to no purpose owing fo the 
refusal of the Chinese authorities to 
restore the legal position violated by them, 
which constitutes the necessary condition 
for settlement in accordance with the 
Soviet Government’s Note of July 13th.

War. debts were con- 
tracted with a view to ensuring the victory 
of the great inter-Allied causes, for which 
several million men fought and died. Their 
settlement ought not to aggravate the burdens 
oft France or restrict her legislative freedom 
as a sovereign nation.

SOUTH AFRICA’S ASPIRATIONS. 

‘In the period that followed the. first 
visit of the British Association,”’ 
Mr: Hofmeyr proceeded, “we -Seuth-' 
\fricanised science in South Africa. Is. it 
too much to hope that in the next we shall. 
Africanise it]: We have come to realise 
that the position of this European 
civilisation of ours, set upon the verge of 
this great continent, is a position’ of 
unigte strategic importance. 

‘While in the past we thought, as-a 
nation, almost exclusively of our own 
problems and difficulties, we are now 
ceasing to limit our horizon by the 
Limpopo,: we ate beginnmg to envisage 
the task that awaits us beyond our own 
borders; and in the mind. of the nation 
there is being developed a new conception 
of South Africa, of a South Africa that 
consciously and deliberately seeks to play 
iis part on the African continent, not 
aiming at conquest or domination, but 
never failing in its readiness ‘to give its 
intellectual and material resources to 
aid all who are engaged  in_ the 
task of. developing this great unde-. 
veloped area of the earth's’ ‘surface, 
which is so full of potentialities for the 
future welfare of the world. . 

“Tf then, South Africa’ aspires to 
leadership in Africa in other branches of 
activity, why not also in science? li the 


outlouk of the nation is broadening; why 


should not its scientists also begin te 
think in continents? ”’ 


SCIENCE’S OPPORTUNITIES. 
Mr. Hofmeyr next reviewed in some 
detail the immense opportunities offered '

“Three great tasks confront science in 
the conquest of African nature,” he con- 
tinued. “First, science must make Africa 
safe for the white man to live in. I 
have spoken of the opportunities which 
Africa offers for the study of tropical 
diseases as likely to yield results of sig- 
nificance for science in general, but 
primarily will those results be of sig- 
nificance for the development of Africa. 

“This part of the challenge of Africa is 
not rightly to be taken up. Africa has 
taken heavy toll of science. The recent 
deaths in tong of Stokes, Young and 
Noguchi, worthy followers in the tradition 
of ar and Myers, are a reaffirmation 
E the gravity and insistence of that chal- 
enge. : 

PANAMA CANAL LESSON. | 

“The importance for the cause of civili- 
sation of a successful response to that 
challenge cannot be illustrated better 
than by the story of the construction of 
~ the Panama Canal. De Lesseps attempted 
the task and failed. For every cubic 
yard of earth excavated by him a human 
lile was sacrificed to yellow fever or 
malaria. It was the successful attack 
some twenty years later on the death- 
dealing mosquito under the direction of 
General Gorgas that made possible the 
completion of one of the most important 
engineering enterprises of modern times. 

“Secondly, sciehce must combat the foes 
which have to be contended with in the 
development of African agriculture. 
Afriea is prodigal indeed in the produc- 
tion of insect and other foes to cattle and 
to crops. Science is already making an 
effective response to this part of the 
challenge; but there is much that re- 
mains to be done, and we shall be none 
the worse for the timely realisation by 
the politician and the administrator of 
the contributions which science can make. 

“ All too often in the past settlement 
schemes have been undertaken and ended 
in disaster in areas unhealthy to man, 
beast or crops, when, if the scientist had 
first been called in, precautions might 
have been taken which would have 
averted the calamity, 

_ THE WORK AHEAD. 

“Finally, science must harness the 
great resources of Africa—and here there 
are suggested to us all the varied con- 
tributions which the engineer can make in 
the work of development. Has not the 
Institution of Civil Engineers defined the 
ideal underlying all engineering activity 
as “the art of directing the great sources 
of power in nature for the use and con- 
venience of man’? Africa offers abun- 
dance of opportunities for the realisation 
of that ideal, It is not by working in 
isolation that the ehgineer will realise it, 
but rather by co-operation with his col- 
leagues in other branches of science, and 
by the co-relation and co-ordination of the 
essential data which they must do so 
much to provide. 

‘First in the order of engineering 
development come the civil and mining 
engineers. Their tasks are the provision 
of facilities for communication, for 
health, for the conservation of agricul- 
tural assets, for the production of raw 
material, and for the development of 
mineral resources, 

ELECTRICAL POWER. 

“ In their train there follow, with the 
advent of industrial activity, the 
mechanical and electrical engineers. 
Their tasks are to make the fullest use of 
the revolution in ideas of transport, 
including transport by air, which have 
resulted from the perfecting of the 
internal combustion engine, and to secure 
the maximum advantage possible from 
cheap production and efficient distribution 
of electrical power. The day must come, 
to give a concreté instance, when the 
(Victoria Falls, with their immense water 
resources, will mean much more for 
Africa than Niagara to-day means for 


America.. 

“Later still there will be called in the 
Services of the chemical engineer, ever en- 
gaged in problems of research, to ascertain 
the most advantageous processes of convert- 
ing raw materials into manufactured articles. 
In all es — it 7 eo South African 
engineer. w » under the conditions of 
an undeveloped land, built up a technique 
and practice suitable to African requirements, 
and showing promise of wider applicability, 
that we may well expect to assume a position 
of leadership and of inspiration. These are 
some of the ways in which science can re- 
spond io the enge of Africa. 

“A VAST CANVAS.” 

**The picture which I set out:to portray I 
‘have now completed. I have tried to suggest 
something of the magnitude of the rewards 
which Africa has in store for the scientist 
who has the enterprise to adventure and the 
vision to see. I have sought also to be the 
medium of the challenge presented to Science 
by Africa’s opportunities and needs 

“It is a vast canvas on which I have had 
to work. On it I have drawn but a few 
sketchy outlines. Yet I hope that the vision 
stands out clear. I hope that I have said 
enough to convey the power of its inspiration. 
Not least do I hope that you, our visitors, 
wi" play a great part, in the time that you 
will spend with us, in filling in some of the 
details of the picture, and in quickening and 
vitalising its message for the scientists of 
South Africa. It is to them chiefly that it 
makes its appeal. The development of 
science in Africa, of Africa by science, that 
is the promised land that beckons them. 1 
believe that they will not be disobedient to 
the vision.”’ 

. A cordial vote of thanks to Mr. Hofmeyr 
for his address was adopted, after which Mr. 
Hofmeyr was presented with the South 
African Medal for Research, founded by the 
British Association in 1905.

RAIN WELCOME, BUT OF 
SMALL EFFECT.

Despite the fact that rain has fallen, at 
times copiously, for more than twenty-four 
hours, it must not be su d that the 
water shortage has been relieved to an ex- 
tent worth reckoning, and residents in the 
Dublin area must continue to conserve their 
supplies. 

An official of the Dublin City Waterworks 
Department told an /rish Times representa- 
tive yesterday that the rain that had fallen 
scarcely wet the ground, which was like a 
sponge in absorbing the moisture because of 
‘oe long droaght. Beyond the rain that 
actually fell into the reservoirs, very little 
water had as yet found its way into them. 

To have any effect on the water supplies, 
this rain would need to continue for at least 
a week. 

From the time when rain began to fall, 
about 10.30 o’clock on Sunday night, little 
more than an inch of rain, if that, has fallen 
in twenty-four hours. 

A marked change has taken place in the 
weather since last week. Sunday was cooler 
than Saturday, while in Dublin yesterday 
the temperature had fallen to 58 degrees. 
Dull weather may last for a day or two. 

Rain fell in many places in England and 
Wales yesterday, and weather experts at the 
Air Ministry prophesy the breaking up of the 
heat wave. At Holyhead there were nineteen 
millimetres of rain, while seven millimetres 
fell at Liverpool. North Shields had five

If two or three transport accidents 
which involved the lives of sixty-two 
citizens, and permanent injury to one 
hundred and thirty others, occurred in the 
Free State within six months, a condition 
of “national emergency’’ would be pro- 
claimed by the most indifferent of our 
politicians and administrators. Yet, such 
is the public mentality, the same six 
months’ toll of life and limb is paid in 
weekly and daily instalments while 
Ministers devote their attention to

pend their leisurely activities for several 
months. In presenting these startling 
facts, and demanding that emergency 
measures should be taken to limit the risks 
of our highways, the Irish Times has 
rendered a real national service. 

As a reinforcement of that demand it 
may be helpful briefly to review the 
events which have led steadily and in- 
evitably to the general conditions of chaos 
that now prevail in Free State road 
transport, and to consider some of the 
more important factors of the problems 
which are now clamant for solution. 

DANGERS OF CONGESTION. 

As the statistics of motor accidents pub- 
lished by the Jrish Times on July 18th, 
show, more than two-thirds of the total 
and serious motor accidents of the last six 
months occurred in three counties—43 
fatal, and 86 ‘‘ serious,’’ cases in the cities 
of Dublin and Cork and their surrounding 
roadways, while only 19 fatal, and 25 
serious, cases happened in the other 23 
counties collectively. A further analysis 
would, undoubtedly, show that the great 
majority of.such accidents occurred in the 
heavily congested streets of Dublin and 
Cork, and on their connecting arterial 
roads. In other words, risk increases in 
some definite and measurable proportion 
to the congestion of our streets and high- 
ways. New wine has been poured into old 
bottles, and the bottles are bursting with 
tragic results. Is the root remedy, then, 
to be found in efforts to reduce the ex- 
plosive qualities of the wine, or is it not 
rather to be sought in the provision of new 
and better containers—in the restriction 
and repression of motor transport or in 
the adaptation of our highways to 
demands which were undreamed of by 
those who designed them ? 

In proposing these questions for the con- 
sideration of the readers of the Irish 
Times, the writer has no thought of 
acquitting the Ministry of Local Goven- 
ment of lack of energy in dealing with the 
report of the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee on Road Traffic, many of whose 
recommendations, if acted upon, would 
already have gone a considerable distance 
to abate the risks and inconveniences of 
motor transport. Rather it is to show 
that in more radical and far-reaching 
matters the same Ministry—and the 
Government as a whole—has failed 
ery to grasp and handle the com- 
plex of our road and other transport 
problems. 

‘“ GREATER DUBLIN.” 

It is now five years since the Greater 
Dublin Commission was appointed, and 
almost three since its report was handed 
to the Minister of Local Government. 
That report dealt specifically with the 
growth of motor transport as a serious 
and rapidly developing factor in civic 
design—as a dynamic which demanded 
early consideration and radical adaptations 
of the then existing conditions. Yet the 
Commission’s recommendations have lain 
in the Ministry’s pigeon-holes fdr several 
years while Dublin’s traffic tangles have 
daily become more and more inextricable. 
Comparatively fluid conditions have’ been 
allowed to harden into congealed masses of 
problems. Citizeus’ lives have been 
thrown away. If experience and appear- 
ances mean anything, another year or 
more will elapse before the first definite 
steps can be taken to organise an 
authority’ to grapple with the interwoven 
problems of traffic and town-planning. 

DUBLIN’S| BRIDGES. 

But that is not all. Other things have 
happened in the interval. While the 
public eye and ear have been attracted by 
such minor—though useful—spectacular 
improvements as changes in the position 
of tramway tracks in Grafton street and 
the removal of the Smith O’Brien statue, 
decisions of great and lasting import to 
Dublin street traffic have been taken in 
the relative privacy of parliamentary com- 
mittees and Government offices. Of such 
matters quite the most important is the 
decision to rebuild and widen Butt Bridge 
(on which preliminary operations have 
already begun), thus blocking the way 
for many years to come for any effective 
plan to relieve the rapidly growing traffic 
congestion, which menaces the lives and 
limbs of citizens, and threatens soon to 
paralyse vehicular traffic itself, at such 
points as O'Connell Bridge and College 
Green. 

The claim that essential relief may be 
provided by the new transporter bridge 
(which, under the terms of the Port and 
Docks Board Act, is to be built within 
seven years at a point which is more than 
a quarter of a mile from Butt Bridge) is 
purely illusory.” Such contrivances else- 
where have proved themselves merely 
fresh obstacles to motor traffic—a fact 
which is now recognised by every metro- 
En and technical journal in Ireland. 

et these and other issues which lie at 
the very heart of Dublin’s street traffic 

roblem have been determined while the 
finister for Local Government—neces- 
sarily immersed in the multifarious 
details of public health and poor law, and 
the administration of local bodies from 
Donegal to Waterford—is either help- 
less or unwilling to consider proposals 
which have lain for years in his desk. 
INTER-DEPARTMENTAL CONFUSION. 

These facts force us back once more to 
inquire why, seven years ago, the whole 
complex of transport, by road, rail and 
other means, was parcelled out arbitrarily 
to several different departments instead 
of being vested—as it was before the 
Treaty—in the hands of one responsible 
department of State. To-day the conse- 
quence is that everybody s business is 
nobody’s business. Departments with 
scattered and confusing functions are 
satisfied to play battledore-and-shuttle- 
cock with our local and arterial! transport 
problems, with the lives and limbs of our 
citizens, and with the design of the Free 
State capital and other cities and towns. 


TRAFFIC AND TOWN PLANNING, 

In what direction then, if any, lies a 
possible and practicable way out of the 
present confusion and chaos! Quite 
clearly, it would appear, in recognisin 
the fundamental fact that traffic an 
town-planning problems cannot be disen- 
tangled from one another; in realising 
that motor transport is destined to exer- 
cise a dominating influence in re-shaping 
and re-moulding the organisation of our 
cities and towns and countrysides; in 
seeing clearly, before further blunders are 
made, that a town-planning (or regional- 
planning) authority which is not also a 
traflic authority. must prove itself soon to 
be a fresh anachronism—-a complication 
which can only breed further confusion 
and paralysis. From these considera- 
tions, it would seem to follow that 
Senator Johnson s praiseworthy effort to 
secure town-planning legislation should 
be so extended as to embrace definite 
provisions to deal with transport ques- 
tions. ' 

The alternative would appear to be a 
Greater Dublin authority, and a series of 
traffic boards and separate town-planning 
bodies—more bureaucracy, more unneces-

DEVELOPMENTS IN CORK.

FORDS WORKS 
EXPANSION, 
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From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
CURK, Monday. 

The possibilities of Messrs. Henry Ford 
and Son s Works at Cork were pointed out 
Py Mr. C. F. Sorenson, a director of all the 

ord companies, and Sir Percival Perry, the 
European managing director of the Ford 
Motor and Tractor Companies, whom 1 met 
this evening. 

Mr. Sorenson, who is a close personal 
friend of Mr. Henry Ford, arrived from 
America last Wednesday, and motored to 
Cork from Dublin yesterday. 

He paid his second visit to the Marina 
Works to-day, and, with Sir Percival Perry, 
was entertained to dinner this evening by 
Mr. H. A. Pelly, President of the Cork 
Incorporated Chamber of Commerce. — 

Sir Percival told me that in the Ford 
factory they were determined to prove to be 
a fallacy the theory that Ireland as a manu- 
—— centre was an uneconomic proposi- 
ion, 

‘* It is generally accepted,” he said, ‘‘that 
as materials had to be imported into this 
country, and a market then found outside for 
the manufactured articles, this little island 
is a place to be avoided by cold-blooded 
economic manufacturers, 

A SUITABLE COUNTRY. 

“We believe, however, that this country 
is ideally suited for the manufacture of cer- 
tain commodities,’’ added Sir Percival, who 
—— out that, in fact, it cost no more to 
ring raw materials or even coal, which was 
essential in the production of power, to this 
country than it did to certain generally 
accepted industrial centres in Great Britain.” 

In Cork they had a magnificent port, 
second to none in the whole of Europe, and 
all that was required was enterprise and 
development along the right line. 

“I do not believe that Messrs. Fords have 
skimmed all the cream off your milk,” said 
Sir Percival, “ and right alongside our fac- 
tory we can accommodate vessels of over 
thirty feet draught at, our wharves. 

TRACTORS WANTED BY AMERICA. 

Sir Percival Perry, who was prominently 
connected with the Ford Factory at Cork for 
some years after their establishment, said 
that the recent establishment of the Marina 
works as the headquarters for the world for 
the manufacture of tractors was indicated by 
Mr. Ford’s personal interest in the progress 
of the country. Not only had he imported 
plant and machinery in Cork to the value of 
considerably more than one million pounds, 
but he had divorced from the United States a 
readymade trade and a market in America 
alone requiring 50,000 tractors annually. 
‘* That market is assured,’’ declared Sir Per- 
cival Perry. ‘‘ There is, in fact, an increas- 
ing demand, and, although the Cork works 
have now been turning out tractors for less 
than six months, we have already exported 
over £100,000 worth to America.”’ 

“That 1s one altruism of Mr. Ford's, and 
the factory at Cork is not yet working at 
full swing. At present they were turning 
out something less than forty tractors daily, 
but, even if that output were multiplied by 
ten, they still bad sufficient orders on hand 
to keep them working at full pressure for 
six months.” 

WORK FOR 5,000 MEN. 

Apart altogether from the unlimited scope 
for the expansion of their trade in the world’s 
market, Sir Percival Perry assured me that 
the present steady demand would afford em- 
ployment at Cork for 5,000 men. 

Mr, Sorenson told me that it was rather 
early yet to express an opinion regarding Irish 
workmanship, but said he could not help ex- 
pressing admiration of the progress that had 
already been made. 

“Mr. Ford is determined and we are deter- 
mined,’’ he added, “to develop and expand 
the works at Cork to the fullest extent.” He 
further told me that although a large number 
of engineers had been sent over from Detroit 
to assist and advise in the initial stages of the 
works here they were only lent, and would all 
return to America in due course. 

“They are not coming over here to capture 
the best positions,’ he added, “for so far 
as possible Mr. Ford will continue his pre- 
sent policy of putting Irishmen even in the 
biggest jobs.” 

“It should be remembered,’’ continued Mr, 
Sorenson, “ that, Fords are not out for cheap 
labour. which is undoubtedly a ruinous policy 
in the long run, but we will continue to pay 
the same rates operating in America. 

“That may be unpleasant from the point 
of view of the manufacturers,” he said, * but 
it is an important fact to be remembered in 
our effort to build up a huge industry in this 
country.”’

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Commons was not very full 
this afternoon when’ the Speaker took the 
Order Paper, containing no fewer than 114 
questions, Very few of these were of out- 
standing interest: A question addressed by 
Commander Kenworthy to the Prime Minister 
with regard to naval shipbuilding—the most 
important on the paper—was postponed until 
next Wednesday. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister of Health, 
moved the third reading of the Housing Bill, 
which continues the 1924 subsidy and dis- 
continues the grants made under the 1925 
Act. He ridiculed Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s 
suggestion that a reduction in the subsidy 
tended to lower the cost of houses, and said 
that the only real element which could reduce 
the price of houses was a falling off in the 
demand. 

Sir Kingsley Wood asked if subsidies were 
the good thing that Mr. Greenwood imagined 
why did he not restore the full subsidy of 
1924. The probability was, he said, that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had intervened 
and decided that the interests of the nation 
came before the pockets of all kinds of 
people. 

Sir Tudor Walters, who has been connected 
with housing and town-planning, said that 
whether subsidies were good or bad they had, 
in fact, produced the houses, and he con- 
sidered that the building record of the last 
few years was a magnificent one. It could 
hardly be questioned that about one-half of 
the capital value of the argon subsidy went 
to the building trade and only one-half for 
the benefit of the tennant. Apart from the 
necessity of supplying cheap houses for the 
working classes, the demand in the agricul- 
tural districts had not nearly been met, and 
he suggested that Mr. Noel Buxton, in con- 
junction with the Minister of Health, should 
take in hand the erection of 100,000 houses 
for farm labourers, at an inclusive rental of 
2s. 6d. a week. 

Miss E. Rathbone, who sits for the English 
Universities as an independent member, made 
a maiden speech, in the course of which she 
said that it was no good building houses if 
their cost was beyond the paying capacity 
of people. The Government were supposed 
to represent the “ under dog,” but there were 
vast numbers of underpaid workers who could 
not afford the present rents. She went on to 
suggest rent rebates in respect of children on 
the same principle as relief was given in the 
Income Tax Acts. 

The bill was read a third time, and was 
sent to the House of Lords, where it received 
a formal first reading. 
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there. The master aim surely should be 
the prevention rather than the cure of 
congestion. When the patient reaches 
the hospital or the asylum every available 
means to secure his cure and comfort 
must be supplied; but our first duty 
surely is to make such institutions unne- 
cessary. It is equally our duty to pre- 
vent congestion which calls for special 
regulations and restrictions. Therein lies 
the real field for the vision and activity 
of the town-planner. |

COMMITTEE’S REPORT ON 
PSYCHO-ANALYSIS, 


—— 
ALLEGED DANGERS 
DISCUSSED. 


The British Medical Association, which 
met at Manchester yesterday, considered ua 
report presented by Dr. R. Langdon-Down 
(Teddington) on behalf of the Special Com- 
mittee of Investigation, which had sat for 
two and a half years under his chairmanship. 
The report set forth the most important 
criticisms of the theory and method of 
psycho-analysis, together with the answers 
of the Fresident of the British Analytica: 
Society. It was impossible, the report 
added, for the Committee to make en) 
general pronouncement. Time, experienct 
and discussion must be the tests. 

An amendment was moved by Dr. L. A. 
Parry (Isle of Wight), regretting that more 
emphasis had not been paid on “the very 
na and serious dangers, especially to chit- 
dren and adolescents, of any system of men- 
tal therapy which postulates the sexual 
basis as the sole or preponderating cause 
of neuroses and pathological mental con- 
ditions.’’ 

Dr. C. E. Douglas (St. Andrews, Fife), 
said that psycho-analysis represented no new 
discovery. If Freud had asked any Roman 
Catholic priest in the last thousand years, 
he would have been told that in the con- 
fessional something like ninety per cent. of 
confessions made dealt with sexual subjects. 
It was “the old story,” and the only new 
thing that Freud had brought up “was that 
it was also to be met with in childhood. 
The subject of the sub-conscious mind had 
been long known to them. William James 
had dealt with it in his ‘Varieties of Reli- 
gious Experience.” The only difference 
was that in James the threshold of the sub- 
liminal consciousness was a clean thresh- 
hold, but in Freud it was a threshold 
muddied by dirty little footmarks. The 
gravamen of the 
analysis was that it was a bad thing morally 
to direct patients thoughts to sexual matters. 
Could they, in their general practice as 
doctors, take the responsibility of trusting 
their patients to such a revolting method of 
treatment ? 

Dr. Manson, of Warrington, said that 
Dr. Parry’s amendment appealed to pre- 
judice ‘If this theory of the sexual basis 
of the neuroses is true,” he said, ‘‘whether 
we like it or not, we have to accept it.” They 
should avoid condemning it merely on 
grounds of repugnance. 

‘ HERESY HUNT.” 

Dr. C. M. Stevenson (Cambridge) opposed 
the amendment as part of a “‘heresy hunt” 
He said that heresy hunts had done harm 
to the people who conducted them. 

Dr. J. T. Dewart, of Manchester, said :-— 
“We are out to protect certain members of 
the public, our patients—those patients who 
are treated by untrained psycho-analysts.”’ 
He knew personally of people suffering from 
“this so-called psycho-analysis,’’ from treat 
ment by people working under that flag. 
“We cannot go contrary to the public in- 
terest. If there are any of our patients 
whose moral life is being impaired 
by those individuals, call them what 
you will, there is a public danger.”’ 
‘* All that Dr. Parry’s motion asks is that we 
should warn the public that in this type of 
work, carried out as at present, there is a 
grave moral danger,’’ he added. 

Dr. F. H. Bodman, of Bristol, said: that 
that was not a court of morals or manners, 
but a scientific court. He thought that there 
was a body of scientific evidence to support 
both the ar gs and the application of 
psycho-analytical technique, and he had not 
come across a juster or more lucid explanation 
of the question than the report presented. 
Matters revealed by psycho-analysis were 
often painful and repugnant, but they should 
not be shirked on that account 

NOT CHARLATANS. 

Dr. Peter MacDonald, of York, said that 
two things had clearly emerged from the 
Committee’s investigations. One was that 
the psycho-analysts, in the true and proper 
sense, were not charlatans. The other was 
that proof of certain dangers from psycho- 
analysis seemed to disappear when they were 
— The question of the CEdipus complex 
tad been probed more than anything clse- 
He begged the Conference not to commit 
itself on a scientific subject to such a state- 
ment as Dr. Parry's, that they did not know, 
and knew that they did not know. 

Dr. E. K. Le Fleming, of Wimborne, 
Dorset, expressed the conviction that psycho- 
analysts, as defined in the Committee's 
memorandum, were genuine workers, proceed- 
ing honestly on lines which they believed tv 
be honest. He was not satisfied that the 
allegations brought by some members of the 
Association had been proved. The medical 
profession must keep an open mind on the 
subject. 

Defending the Committee’s report, )°r. 
Langdon Down said that nothing could be 
more unwise than for the Committee to lay 
down a dogma. ; 

Replying to an observation by Dr. D. 
Erlow, of Cheltenham, that no evidence of 
actual cases of harm had heen brought before 
the Committee, Dr. Parry asked: “ Suppose I 
hand to a small boy a tin of gunpowder and 
a match. Must I produce his charred body 
before [ can prove that there is the danger 
of accident “'' : 

Dr. Parry’s amendment was defeated by a 
large majority, and the Committee's report 
was accepted, with the addition of an expres- 
sion of thanks for the Committee’s services. 

_ AN IDEAL MEDICAL SERVICE. 

Dealing with a report on encroachments on 
the sphere of private practice, Dr. Fothergill 
(Brighton) said that the Council contemplated 
setting up a special committee to consider 
what, given the present state of affairs, 
was an iiewl medical service for Great 
Britain. A report would be presented next 
July on a model scheme. 

Dr. Fothergill moved that the Association's 
Parliamentary Election Fund should. be 
wound-up, or, alternatively, that the trustees 
of the fund should be empowered to apply it 
to other cognate purposes. , 

Su Richard Luce said that a political fund 
was one of the strongest arguments that 
could be be used in condemning them as a 
trade union. 

Several members pleaded for the main- 
tenance of a modest fund to help medical 
men to make their contributions to the 
-counsils of the nation on matters in which 
the: had special knowledge.
